T Multyfarnham District Court to-day, 
before District Justice Beatty, the 
Limerick Board of Conservators prose- 

cuted James Nally and Andrew Nally, both 
of Clonave, Coole, Co. Westmeath, for fishing 
illegally with boat and net on Lake Derra- 
varagh, between sunset and sunrise: on August 
10 last; also with using a net with an illegal 
mesh. . The defendants also were charged with 
obstructing a water bailiff and a Civic Guard 
in the execution of their duty, and with the 
larceny or unlawful possession of two oars, 
the property of Major Smyth, Ballinagall. 
Ths evidence of Guard Ruth was to the 
effect that on the evening of August 10 he 
was on duty in a boat on Lake Derravaragh, 
accompanied by Patrick Cox, water bailiff. 
Lough Derravaragh was drained by the River 
Inny, which was a tributary of the Shannon. 
Witness was on the lake at 9.54 p.m. The 
sun set on that evening at 9.4. ey rowed 
over, and the defendants said that they were 
fishing and considered that they were within 
the limits of the law. They refused to sur- 
render. Witness and the bailiff rowed their 
boat alongside that of the defendants. The 
water bailiff asked Nally to hand him over 
the net. One of the Nallys took up a large 
pole (produced) to attack them, and the other 
said, “Let them have it.” 
“They threatened to sink our boat,” added 
witness, “and seeing their attitude was 
threatening 1 pushed away our boat, and we 
ot away. e defendants gave chase and 
ollowed us for a distance of about a hundred 
ards. On August 14 we searched the de- 
endants’ house and found a net seventy yards 


long.

AN UNNECESSARY HARDSHIP. 

It is also agreed that until the final stage 
of the War Loan conversion scheme is com- 
pleted some control over trustee issues which 
would directly compete with whatever offer 
the Treasury may decide to make is necessary. 
That control exercised by the Bank of Eng- 
land should not prove a hardship. No such 
considerations arise, however, in connection 
with industrial companies, which are justly 
ent: ’»1 to reap some advantage from the 
present era of cheap money (says The 
Observer). Many of them are burdened with 
high debenture interest and onerous sinking 
fund charges which eat d--ply into the profits 
otherwise available for the shareholders. ‘They 
naturally feel aggrieved at the handicap 
placed on them. It is true that they. are 
allowed to replace their debentures if it can 
be done without unde.-vriting, or thesliscrip- 
tion of new cash, but this is only possible in 
exceptions! cases, They want full freedom to 
do their business in the way that seems best 
to them.

Silent “Policemen. 


Readers of the Diary may remember my 
expressions of regret for the demise. of the 
silent policemen who were set up to direct 
the flow of traffic in Store street and 
‘Amiens street. Of inferior calibre, the 
original ‘‘ pointsmen’’ collapsed before 
the onslaught of even light motor vehicles. 
So General Murphy sought more doughty 
representatives—standing on heavy con- 
crete bases, and with electric head-lights— 

‘who have now, for many months, success- 
fully resisted the threats and blandish- 
ments of ’bus and lorry operators. It is 
reasonable to expect that we may soon see 
a considerable recruitment and distribu- 
tion of such guardians of the peace on 
many other danger points in our growing 
city traffic. ' 


Dublin's “Phone Kiosks. 


Among the few traces which now remain 
of this year’s Eucharistic Congress are 
some scores of telephone kiosks which 
were provided for that world event. Un- 
fortunately, these welcome facilities seem 
to be concentrated in groups at a few 
central points,. while they are missing, 
and bady wanted, in other districts. 
Would it not be possible to remove a few 
of these useful contrivances from College 
Green and Burgh quay to less favoured 
areas? While on the point, it is interest- 
ing to know that the citizens of Dublin, 
with all their vagaries, treat such public 
facilities with reasonable respect. It is 
otherwise in Paris, where the telephone 
authorities have had to remove kiosks 
owing to their maltreatment by Parisians. 
But there is now a public outcry for the 
restoration of the public “' slot-machine,’’ 
with the result that the authorities are 
designing a less vulnerable type of con- 
trivance with which to make further 
experiments. Perhaps, Le Temps, and 
other French newspapers, may yet hold 
Dublin up as an example to the people 
who live on the banks of the Seine. 


Sutton and ‘Baldoyle. 


One of the commonplaces of modern life 
is the way in which new transport facilities 


Now, with the development of omnibus 
services, another new era is well advanced. 
Stretching along the Dublin to Sutton 
foreshore something like a mile of new 
bungalows have sprung up, and are now 
pus their way ra ‘aly across the 

utton “isthmus ’’ to Baldoyle. Until 
two years ago the road to Baldoyle was, 
except on race days, a deserted hinterland. 
Now the approach is covered by villas and 
bungalows. Nobody knows exactly where 
Sutton ends and Baldo le begins; and 
there is even evidence that the racegoers 
and golfers of five years hence (if, mean- 
while, the old racecourse survives the 
enterprise of the house-builder) will have 
to travel through continuous rows of 
modern residences stretching right from 
Dublin to Baldoyle. 


K. enya C olony. 


A correspondent writes :—‘‘ Your refer- 
ence to Kenya reminds me that it is still 
a game hunters’ paradise, and in the 
colony a large number of wild animals 
still exist in much the same abundance as 
in the palmy days before the white man 
with repeating rifle and soft-nosed bullet 
arrived. Fortunately, most of the game is 
very strictly preserved, although there 
still are deplorable examples of butchery 
and wanton destruction. In many parts 
lions are still common, and a friend of 
mine wrote home of his fertile, but far 
removed, bush farm which supported such 
finelions, Asfar ashe wasconcerned they 
were the only crop the land produced that 
afforded him any pleasure. ere are also 
many stories of mystery beasts that prey 
on the cattle and natives, and depart 
leaving only the slain to show of their 
depredations. The celebrated Nandi bear 
is a case in point. This marauder is now 
thought to be a very large hyena, and the 
injuries inflicted on the natives certainly 
point in this direction. A friend once told 
me of a large weasel, apparently of the 
galictis tribe, that assaulted a Swedish 
settler. It was about six feet in length. 
Unfortunately, he left it, and during that 
time the hyenas and other scavengers 
made a clean sweep. Within the last two 
or three years a new variety of cheetah 
has been reported from further south ; so, 
possibly, there are still undiscovered 
strange beasts in the depths of the forests 
around Mount Elgon and in the wilds of 
Trans Nzoia. 


A Fly Method. 


I learnt of a singular mode of fishing 
for pollack recently from a friend who 
visited Connemara this year for a fishing 
and camping holiday. Their centre was in 
the region of Roundstone, and up to the 
time of which I speak their attempts were 
attended with little or no success. When 
almost at the depth of their gloom they 
got a tip from some of the inhabitants of 
a “ fly method ” for catching pollack. A 
local expert duly supplied my friend and 
his companion with a home-made specimen 
of a fly, or lure, manufactured from a 
feather bound to the shank of a small 
hook, duly disguised with otheg bright 
wrapping. They started operations in the 
evening, and sport grew so fast and 
furious that they continued until far into 
the night, with neither moon nor stars to 
guide their efforts—only a splash, a strike, 
and they played in pollack ranging from 
llb. to 7lb. in weight. Their catch 
numbered some forty-five, and the inhabi- 
tants concerned were rewarded for their

and censorship in Ireland (whether for good 
or ill) is very much stricter than it is in 
England. I cannot imagine, for instance, 
that *‘Madchen in Uniform” will ever be 
seen in Dublin, while most of the outstanding 
Russian films seem to be so frankly propa- 
gendist that I doubt if they would be ad. 
mitted either. 

Even allowing for these restraints, the ex- 
periment would be well worth making, and 
every support should be given to the man 
who has the courage to undertake it.

This Act 
was the result oF gay of trouble on the part 
of those interested in preservation of game as 
a national asset for the benefit of those taking 
it by legitimate methods, which earn an in- 
come for the State. 

The Free State is rightly claimed to be a 
sporting country, and the majority of the 
people will agree that the netting of plover 
is a Most unsportsmanlike method of taking 
this game bird, has always been so, and

THE CZECHO-SLOVAK 
LEGIONARIES.

MEMORIAL, TO BRITAIN'S 
ALLIES WHO WERE 
FORGOTTEN. 


A War memorial was unveiled in Cernay 
(Alsace) yesterday as a tribute to Great 
Britain's ‘‘ Death or Victory’’ allies of the 
war period, the Czecho-Slovak Legionaries. 
who fought as an independent force, and in 
the armies of Great Britain, France, Italv 
and Serbia. Thirty-five of them diéd in 
British uniforms. Three hundred and 
eighty fought in the ranks of British units. 

hese Czecho-Slovaks first formed a batta- 
lion in 1914, with the intention of helping 
the Allies and winning back the freedom 
wrested from them by Austria-Hungary in 
1621. They were known as “the battalior 
of Death or Victory.” By 1915 they had 
grown to a regiment, by 1916 to a brigade. 
and by 1917 to an army corps. They had 
three divisiors fighting in Russia, and King 
George decorated the three Generals com- 
manding them with the Order of the Bath. 

They formed an army of amateurs. Their 
ranks were filled by clerks, smiths, bakers, 
doctors and shoe-blacks. They held a 35,000 
mile front in Siberia stretching through 
Penza-Samara - Kazan - Tobolsk-Omsk-Tomsk- 
Irkutsk to Vladivostok. 

By holding this line they not only held 
back essential raw materials—iron, coal, wood 
and wheat—from the Central Powers, but 
they kept. occupied at least a million German 
troops which might otherwise have been 
hurled against the Allies on the Western 
Front. | 

Later they fought against the Bolsheviks. 

Mr. Lloyd George, as head of the British 
War Cabinet, sent them a message, in which 
he described their activities as one of the 
reatest epics in history. . . . we shall never 
orget. Poincaré said of them :—‘‘ The 
legionaries have supplied material for a 
future Xenophon, grander than that treated 
in the Anabasi - 

When the Peace Conference was filling 
the minds of tne great Powers at Versailles 
however, the fate of the legionaries was 
eg A forgotten. They fought a Jonely 
way to sea. They withdrew to Vladi- 
vostok. From that port they sailed for 
their homes by devious routes, but at last 
70,000 of the legionaires reached their homes 
in the heart of Europe 

The memorial takes the form of a simple 
menument, carved from Bohemian stone, and 
stands before to white crosses which mark 
the resting place of fifty of the legionaries. 

In a moving speech Dr. Benes, Czecho- 
Slovak Foreign Minister, recalled how the 
legion ws recruited in large part from pri- 
scLors taken by the Allics and from Czechs 
the world over. 

_“Qur country was born from a victory of 
right over violence and injustice,’’ he said. 
“It lives with the will inherited from our 
dead to harvest in peace the fruits of this 
victory of right.”’

or motor transport, or immediately into the 
great mill of the Port of Dublin Milling Com- 
pany. 

The structure was begun in 1914. The 
great concrete silo, which is observable from 
all the Dublin coast, being higher than 
Nelson’s Pillar, was finished in 1919, It holds 
14,000 tons of grain. The company then 
decided to adopt a more modernised system 
of discharging ships’ cargoes, and, while they 
were then able to discharge 600 tons in every 
eight hours day, by the system now completed 
the discharging capacity has been increased to 
1,200 tons in an eight hours working day. 
The silo has also been extended by adding 
to the concrete structure twelve “ bins ” of 
9,000 tons total content. 

These ‘‘ bins’’ to the eye are twelve broad 
steel columns over 100 feet in height, and 
by their addition the silo has a storage 
capacity of 23,000 tons. 


225 TONS AN HOUR. 


The most remarkable feature on the wharf- 
side of the silo is the suction plant. It 
extends for about 200 yards along the wharf 
in a series of large diameter vacuum suction 
pipes, gantries, travelling towers and other 
machinery. By means of these works, which 
were erected by the firm of Miag, Mihlenbau 
u. Industrie A.-G. of Braunschweig, near 
Hanover, and by local labour, suction tubes 
are carried into shipholds and grain can be 
withdrawn from them at the rate of 225 tons 
an hour. The grain is sucked up to a large 
canister on one of the travelling towers, 
some seventy feet high, by vacuum, where it 
enters. the gantries, where travelling belts 
transport it “o the silo. 

On Saturday a 1,300 ton coaster from 
Rotterdam, which had transferred Pacific 
Coast wheat from an ocean liner, was being 
discharged. This vessel only represents a 
minor task for the company, as the new 
machinery can discharge a vessel of 34 feet 
draft at low water, and empty her at the rate 
of 1,200 tons a day.

HE Commission appointed by 

Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health to inquire into the 
question of the sale to occupying tenants of 
the cottages and plots provided under the 
Labourers (Ireland) Acts resumed its sitting 
in the Custom House, Dublin, last Saturday, 
Mr. Thomas O'Donnell,  barrister-at-law 


(chairman) presiding. 

Mr. J. Owens, Department of Local 
Government and Public Health, gave 
evidence, in the course of which he said that 
before the year 1883 many attempts, which 
had proved to a great extent to be abortive, 
had been made to provide for the proper 
housing of agricultural labourers. The total 
number of cottages provided in Saorstat 
Eireann since the passing of the Act of 1883 
up to the 3ist March, 1930, was 43,382, of 
which rea were provided before the Act 
of 1906 he amount of loans sanctioned 
and received since the Acts came into opera- 
tion were, respectively, £8,007,005 1s. 4d. 
and £7,467,169 2s. The indebtedness on foot 
of loans received, the outgoings and receipts, 
and the loss falling on State and local 
sources for the year ending 3lst March, 1950, 
was £5,515,000, £383,700, £234,965, and 
£148,735, respectively. The average weekly 
rent (inclusive of rates) was ls. 6d. 

The total amount which the Act of 1906 
authorised the Land Commission to advance 
was £4,250,000. However, Amending Acts in 
1911 and 1914 empowered the Land Com- 
mission to make advances up to a total 
amount of £6,250,000. Out of the total sum 
of £6,250,000 authorised to be provided for 
rural housing there remained for future 
housing a sum of £1,111,580, of which 
£30, was made available for labourers’ 


cottages. 
FINANCIAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


The financial arrangements made between 
the British and Saorstat Governments in 
1922 did not provide for its issue. The 
exceptional financial arrangements contained 
in the Act of 1906 stimulated greatly the 
provision of cottages. The average cost of pro- 
viding a cottage and plot before the European 
War was £170. The cost to-day was 
approximately £300; but, ne to little 
building being done under the Acts during 
the past ten years, reliable figures were not 
available. For a decade from 1922 there was 
very little activity on the part of local 
authorities. This was due, to some extent, to 
high building costs, but mainly it was 
attributable to the absence of loans on 
reasonable terms. 

In 1925 grants of £60, £80, and £100 in 
respect of three, four and  five-roomed 
cottages respectively were made available 
from State funds to local authorities erecting 
cottages. These grants continued until 1929, 
when a flat rate grant of £50 per cottage 
was substituted. To raise the balance of the 
capital costs, local authorities were obliged 
to borrow from the banks, and the best 
terms they could get were 15 years at 44 per 
cent, interest on the annuity system. 

The annuity to repay a loan of £100 on 
these terms was £9 4s. Qjd., resulting in 
either a rent which was too high or an un- 
fair charge on the rates. Under the Act of 
1932 the area of charge had been changed 
from the rural district area to the county 
health district. This would enable a more 
even distribution of the expenses of the 
Labourers Act among the general body of 
ratepayers. Making generous allowances for 
outgoings, a labourer’s cottage ¢ 'l1d be pro- 
vic ~ at an all-in cost of £300, and let at 
a weekly rent of 2s., inclusive of rates: 


LAND WORKERS. 


The witness, answering the Chairman, said 
that he was aware that when cottages were 
built under the 1913 Act on Ic d afterwards 
sold as part of ‘states the occupier of the 
cottage was given turbary when it was avail- 
able. In 1927 Kildare County Council sub- 
mitted a scheme for the purchase of cottages 
and plots. ‘he scheme was circulated by the 
Loni Government Department, and certain 
counties approved it. Most of the counties, 
however, opposed the cuggestion of purchase. 
Those counties which definitely opposed the 
whole scheme were Carlow, Cork, Donegal, 
Longford, Tipperary and Waterford. 

In reply to Mr. Mansfield, the witness said 
that he agreed that it would be advisable 
to provide such facilities for workers in the 
country as would tend to keep them on the 
land and away from the cities. 

Answering Mr. Collins, he said that it 
appeared that the schemes of purchase put 
forward by the General Council of County 
Councils were not so much aimed at benefit- 
ing the labourers as at relieving the rate- 
payers. All over the country there were big 
numbers of ap;'ications for tenancy of 
labourers’ cottages, and even with the provi- 
sion of 10,000 cottages there still would an 
unsatisfied demand. 

Speaking of the procedure in the selecting 
of tenants, Mr. Brett said that it was well 
known that the person who had the most 
influence with the local body was sure to get 
the most votes. There were people in sore 
need of houses who would not apply because 
they knew they would not have the remotest 
chance of being selected.

RAILWAYMEN’S 
MEETING. 


CASE OF THE 
SHOPMEN. 


APPEAL FOR 
UNITY. 


LARGE. méeting of railway shopmen 
A was held yesterday at the Fishamble 

Hall, Fishamble street, Dublin, to 
discuss the present situation. 

Mr. J. Carney (Workers’ Union of Ireland), 
who presided, referred to the events which 
had led up to the shopmen’s present position, 
and said that the unions had never properly 
explored the railway situation. 

he railway company accounted for the 
heavy fall in their receipts by blaming it on 
the recent tariffs and on “bus competition. 
As regards the latter, the principal ‘bus com- 
pany in the Fre eState was controlled by the 
company; so that any loss in the railroad 
receipts should have been offset by the ‘buses. 

The shopmen, he continued, had always 
borne the brunt of the battle, and he appealed 
for co-operation ME the various unions. 
There was no reason why the man who drove 
the engine should not stand beside the man 
who made it. They should find some way of 
cementing their forces and forget their per- 
sonal differences. 

Mr. C. D. Watters (N.U.R.) said that in 
1929 a Board of Arbitration, presided over by 
Judge Davitt, hdd come to a decision as to 
the conditions under which the men should 
work, and under these conditions they had 
been working up to the present time. In 
view of this he thought that the recent notices 
issued by the company to the shopmen were 
invalid, and they were going to contest them. 


THROAT-CUTTING. 

The amalgamation of the railways had 
brought no benefits, Since then frequent 
attacks had been made on the shopmen and 
on other employés, and on each occasion 
they were told it was the solution of the 
railway problem. There were three services 
controlled by the railway, and <ach was 
engaged in cutting the others’ throats. 

The only solution to the railway. problem 
was for the State to take over the whole 
transport system and operate it in the 
interest and for the benefit of the country. 

Mr. James Larkin (sen.) said that the 
extraordinary feature ot the situation was 
that the unions concerned were at issue with 
one another. In face of a common enemy 
they should unite. The present position was 
a result of their own fault; they had been 
the tools of factions. The employers, at any 
rate, had an intense loyalty to each other, 
which the men lacked, 

He agreed with Mr. Watters that the only 
solution for the pres-nt condition of the rail- 
ways was for the State to take them over 
and control them directly. 

At this stage one of the audience asked 
why invitations had not been issued to all 
the unions to attend the meeting. A long 
and heated discussion followed, but the 
situation having been adjusted, Messrs. 
O’Hagan and T. O'Hanlon spoke, and the 
meeting concluded, 
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PIG EXPORT BOUNTY.

REQUIREMENTS BY THE 
DEPARTMENT. 


As already announced, the Government 
have decided to give a bounty on exports 0! 
hve pigs, whether exported from ports o! 
shipment or into Northern Ireland, on and 
after Wednesday next, the 12th instant. 
The rate will be 124 per cent. on the de- 
clared value of the live pigs exported in each 
case. 

The bounty will be paid as soon as possible 
direct to the owner of the exported live pigs 
when he has complied with the regulations, 
as explained hereunder. 

The following requirements will need to be 
complied with by claimants for this bounty : 

(1) Application for the bounty must be 
made on the prescribed form—that is, Form 
L.P. (coloured green), The information to 
be given in the form must include par- 
tieulars as to the owner of the live pigs at 
time of export; number and classes of live 

igs, and total number and total value of the 
ive pigs covered by the claim in each case. 
This form when completed should be sent 
to—The Secretary, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Dublin, C.17., the envelope being 
marked ''L.P." at the top left hand corner. 
Forms for the purpose of this claim will be 
made available at Customs frontier stations, 
inspection offices at ports of shipment, 
shipping and rail offices. 

(2) In addition to the foregoing form, it 
will also be necessary for the claimant for 
the bounty to fill up, in duplicate, at ports 
or at frontier stations, as the case may be, 
the Customs Form No. 29 (Sale) and to hand 
these forms to the Customs officers at ports 
or frontier stations. Forms for the purpose 
will be available at shipping offices, at ports 
and at Customs frontier stations.

Disarmament. 


Although the text of Germany 's Note to 
Great Britain has not been published, it 
seems to be certain that the von Papen 
Government has accepted Britain’s invita- 
tion to a Five Power Conference in Lon- 
don. Its acceptance is stated to be un- 
conditional, but the German Press lays 
stress on the view that no conference can 
be of any avail unless the Reich’s claim 
to absolute equality of status is conceded 
in advance. In all probability no peremp- 
tory conditions will be made; for the 
Germans realise as fully as the British 
that, unless conversations are opened in 
the near future, nothing will prevent the 
resumption ot a race for armaments, which 
nobody can afford. Despite the rather 
chilly tone of Sir John Simon's last Note 
British Government 
throughout the disarmament controversy 
has admitted that the German point of 
view 1s not entirely’ without a basis in 
justice. The Versailles Treaty definitely 
states that the disarmament of Germany 
was only a prelude to a scheme of gene- 
ral disarmament; yet, although fourteen 
years have passed since the Armistice, no- 
thing has been done to reduce land or 
air forces on the Continent of Europe. 
After the Lausanne Conference there no 
longer was any doubt!that’'Germany would 
press for equality in armaments—or, at 
the concession by the 
Powers of her right to equal treatment. 
Obviously, without her co-operation no 
disarmament scheme can be of the 
slightest value; for, while she has kept 
witain the letter of the Versailles Treaty 
in respect of her official army, the number 
of trained men in Germany to-day 
probably is as high as ever It was. Fur- 
thermore, national feeling is running very 
high in the Reich. The youth of Germany

If it inter- 
venes in time—that is to say, before the 
notices of reduction take effect—there is 
good hope that its mediation will be as 
successful in the new dispute as it was in 
last month’s stoppage. 

One useful provision was embodied in 
the agreement drawn up between the 
the employers under the 
egis. It arranged for the 
of a “ Conciliation Com- 
mittee,’’ with an independent chairman, 
to which any dispute should be referred 
when the joint efforts of masters and men 
had failed to solve it. Something of the 
kind is needed badly in the present con- 
dition of British industry ; for it is mani- 
fest. that industry has reached a point at 
which neither employers nor employed can 
see the length and breadth of their con- 
cerns. The British cotton industry has 
lived, too long. with its eyes shut to the 
condition of its markets, to the need of re- 
organisation, and to the altering demands 
of the world. For that reason a degree 
of inefficiency has been permitted which 
long ago would have extinguished any in- 
dustry less huge and less firmly~ estab- 
lished. The men, on the other hand, are 
unwilling to face facts. It is hard that 
they should suffer for the deficiencies of 
short-sighted employers in the past; but 
they mut realise that industry is in a 
lamentable condition, and that they must 
be prepared to make present sacrifices in 
order to avert the need of greater sacrifices 
in the future. Sane and clear teaching is 
absolutely necessary. A plain and honest 
statement of a declining industry's plight, 
presented by an authority that could not 
be suspected of bias or misrepresentation, 
ought to be sufficient. Unfortunately, 
England to-day shows a deplorable lack of 
understanding between masters and men/ 
The masters present their case as autocrats 
rather than as co-operators; they refuse 
to take the men into their confidence, and 
thereby compel them to lend a willing ear 
to every hot-headed apostle of the “ class 
war.”

THE RESIGNATION RUMOUR 


The following communiqué was issued from 
Government Buildings on Saturday :— 

The report that Mr. James Geoghegan, 
Minister for Justice, is resigning from the 
Executive Council at the i of the present 
month is untrue. The rumour would seem 
to have arisen from the wel-known fact that 
Mr. Geoghegan, when he accepted office, did 
not abandon the intention of ultimately re- 
turning to the practice of his profession. 

The rumour that Mr. Geoghegan will 
shortly retire from his post as Minister for 
Justice has been current for some time in 
political and legal circles. The official in- 
timation which denies that he is retiring at 
the end of the month does not, and appa- 
rently is not intended to, deny this bis re- 
tirement. is impending. He will probably 
retain his seat in the House while resuming 
his practice at the Bar. 

Rumour is busy with regard to Mr. 
Geoghegan’s probable succéssor at the 
Ministry for Justice. While it is necessary 
that the Minister should have a seat either in 
the Dail or Senate, it is not an indispensable 
condition that he should be a lawyer. 

The late Mr. Kevin O'Higgins held the 
office for a long time before he was called 
to the Bar. Nevertheless, it is obviously 
desirable that the Minister should be a 
lawyer.

MYSTERY OF MR. SAMUEL 
INSULL. 


An extraordinary session of the Grand 
Jury was summoned for last night, 
Reuter learns in a message from Chicago, 
to examine four coded cablegrams which 
were sent to Mr. Samuel Insull in Turin 
and Milan. Exactly what the cables con- 
tain has not yet been divulged, but it is 
hoped that they will throw light on Mr. 
Insull’s whereabouts and intentions, and 
that it will be possible to identify the 
sender. | 

According to one newspaper Mr. Insull 
has arrived in Athens, having flown 
thither from Italy. 

The truth of this report is strengthened 
by the further fact received by Reuter that 
the State Attormey in Chicago has sub- 
peenaed Mr. Insull's secretary with a 
view, to ascertaining whe it was who 
cabled him 25,000 dollars to Athens. 

There is no extradition treaty between 
Greece and the United States, 

Mr. Samuel Insull, junior, has returned 
to Paris, where he has _ rejoined his 
mother at her hotel. All that is defi-, 
nitely known of the recent movenients of 
father and son is that they arrived in 
Turin last Wednesday, and that they left 
the following day for an unknown destina- 
tion. The only address they left behind 
at their Turin hotel was that of the 
American Consulate in Rome, to which a 
lang telegram.in code was forwarded by 
the hotel proprietor after their departure. 

Mr. Samuel Insull’s brother, Martin, 
has been released on bail after two days 
in gaol at Barric, Ontario. 

Both the brothers were indicted on 
Tuesday last by the Chicago Grand Jury 
on charges based on alleged withdrawals 
of funds from companies controlled by 
Mr. Samvel Tuevil. 

The Illinois State Attorney, citing a 
precedent, has urged the Governor to 
request the State Department to ask that 
Greece shall deport Mr, Samuel Insull to 
Italy, where the United States Embassy 
has already asked the Italian authorities 
to arrest him.

rather. a series of melees, In which 
both sides suffered. Two shots rang 
out. and the mob scattered in all direc- 
tions, only to re-assemble at street cor- 
ners and indulge in a stone-throwing 
campaign and further minor squabbles. 

All the time the speakers continued to 
deliver their addresses, though Mr. Hayes 
narrowly escaped being struck on the 
head by a heavy stone.

A FLANK ATTACK. 


When the opposition had been forced 
beyond the entrance to Orr street their 
pursuers had to endure a flank attack 
from that quarter, to which some of them 
replied, while the main body charged the 
rest of the opposition to the Castle.

At this stage the parish priest, the Rev.

NOT HOSTILE TO FEEE 
STATE, 


The following statement was issued on 
Saturday from Government Buildings, 
Dublin :— 

Owing to the misleading manner in 
which recent tariff orders in France and 
Germany have been treated in certain 
newspapers, an impression appears to have 
been created in the public mind that 
France and Germany have imposed hostile 
tariffs against Free State agricultural 
produce: This is not the case. The only 
country which has imposed tariffs 
specifically directed against Free State 
agricultural produce is the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Treland. 

Both France and Germany accord to the 
Free State ‘‘ most favoured nation ” 
treatment, and Free State agricultural 
produce can enter these countries at the 
minimum rate of duty. 

In the case of Germany, a special butter 
quota of 5,000 metric tons has been 
allocated to the Free State. This alloca- 
tion provides a market for approximately 
one-third of the Free State's total export- 
able surplus of butter at a more favour- 
able price than that obtainable in the 
British market.

An agitation in Britain for the complete 
independence of Ireland and other

OLD IDEAS RE-HASHED. 


The French General Staff, it is learned. 
has, been busy for some time elaborating 
new ideas on old lines. Security will form 
a counterpoise to disarmament, and the 
means of ensuring the security will be 
based (1) on the system of guarantees ; (2) 
on placing a “ pool ” of armaments at the 
disposal of the League; (3) on a special 
provision which will enable the Council 
of the League to declare which Power is 
the aggressor in certain contingencies. 

A semi-official statement issued during 
the week-end declares that if Mr. Mac 
donald deems necessary a preliminary ex- 
change of views with M. Herriot, the 
French Premier will willingly pay a visit 
to London for the purpose. 

It is evident, adds the statement, that 
the attitude of M. Herriot remains that 
set forth in the French reply to Mr. Mac- 
donald’s invitation to the suggested Five 
Power’ Conference—namely, that any pro- 
gramme for equality of armaments must 
be dealt with like the question of 
security by the Disarmament Conference, 
with the participation of all interested 
States 


GERMANY’S REPLY, 


Official circles in Berlin now await a 
new invitation from the British Govern- 
ment to attend the proposed conference in 
London, and declare that it now depends 
upon the attitude of the uther participants 
whether the conference materialises or not. 

Germany has accepted in principle the 
British invitation, but the German 
Chargé d’Affaires in London, it is in- 
timated in official circles, has  instruc- 
tions to elucidate verbally to the British 
Foreign Office the brief Note handed over 
on Saturday, which, 1t is stressed, laid 
down no peremptory conditions. The 
Note does not mention the question of 
the participation of other Powers. 

Reuter learns that the contents of the 
Note are entirely favourable to the pro- 
posal. In competent yuarters it is 
stressed that the Note is not couched in 
pessimistic language because the Govern- 
ment is convinced that the Five Power 
Conference, if discussions there are based 
on the outcome of Lausarine, would lead 
to Germany being able to return to the 
Disarmament Conference.

THE PROBLEM OF 
THE “DOLE.” 


In a leading article The Times remarks 
that with every month that unemployment 
continues on its present scale the adminis- 
tration of the existing system of unemploy- 
ment insurance becomes more difficult. The 
first fact to be grasped in approaching this 
complicated problem is that the insurance 
system, though its terms of insurance are 
still very generous, covers little more than 
half the registered unemployed, and 
probably less than half the total unem- 
ployed. All the rest are drawing a dole 
of some sort or other. 

What is to be done with these uninsured 
unemployed? That is one of the main 
questions which a Royal Commission was 
appointed now nearly two years ago to 
answer, and it is, unfortunately, certain 
now that the answer when it comes will be 
in many voices, and will, therefore, be use- 
less for practice! purposes. 

The Government will have to make up 
its own mind upon the proper course of 
action, and the sooner it does so the better. 
Most local authorities have loyally per- 
formed their task, adds The Times, but 
cases of friction are increasing, and in one 
case the local authority has already had 
to be superseded by a Commissioner 
appointed by the Minister of Labour. The 
question, therefore, arises whether it is 
really fair to impose upon local authorities 
a duty which must be carried out, but 
must equally be distasteful. There is not 
the slightest doubt that most local authori- 
ties would continue to exercise at least as 
great a care in the distribution of relief 
raised by taxes as in the distribution of 
relief raised by rates, for that is demanded 
by every standard of integrity and of 


logic.

LINER COLLISION 
IN-THE CHANNEL. 
ONE VESSEL 
SINKS. 


PASSENGERS AND 
CREW SAVED.

in a collision in the English Channel, 

east of Dungeness, early yesterday 
between the Blue Star liner Afric Star 
(11,867 tons) and the Norwegian motor 
vessel Charente (1,327 tons), the latter 
sank, after her crew and passengers had 
been taken off by the Afric Star. 

The Blue Star liner Afric Star sent out 
an S.O.S, at 1.47 a.m., stating that she 
had been in collision with a Norwegian 
steamer, and the Hythe motor lifeboat and 
tugs from Dover at once hurried to the 
scene. 

The sea was calm. 

At first the Charente could not be 
located, but eventually she was found in a 
half-submerged condition about seven 
miles off Folkestone. An attempt to brin 
the sinking steamer into Dover or Seash 
her failed, however, and the Dover tug 
Lady Brassey reported later by wireless 
that the Charénte had gone down near the 
Varne Ridge, off Folkestone. 

Subsequently the Lady Brassey took off 
the crew of eighteen of the Charente from 
the Afric Star and landed them at Dover. 
Three passengers of the Norwegian vessel 
vemained on the liner, which made its way 
slowly back to London. She only left the 
Thames on Saturday afternoon for Buenos 
Aires. 

The Afric Star suffered some damage 
above the water line. 

The Charente was bound from Spain 
with a general cargo for Oslo. 


BADLY DAMAGED, 


Two Dover harbour tugs, Lady Brassey 
and Lady Duncannon, went out to assist 
the Hythe lifeboat, and on the arrival cf 
the former at the scene of the collision a 
tow rope was got aboard the Norwegian 
vessel. The boat was so badly damaged, 
however, that she sank shortly afterwards, 
and the three members of the crew who 
were left on board managed to scramble on 
to the Lady Brassey a few moments before 
the vessel disappeared. The ¢rew of the 
Charente numbered nineteen, of whom five 
were officers. Only one member of the 
crew received injuries. 

The Afric Star originally intended to 
put into Dover, but eventually it was de- 
cided to proceed to London, and the crew 
of the shipwrecked vessel were transferred 
to the Lady Brassey, which brought them 
to Dover. The men were taken to the 
Sailors’ Home, where they were provided 
Some of them 


Apart from the clothes they were wearing, 
they lost the whole of their property. 

The Afric Star docked at Victoria Dock,

she passed the Albert Dock bridge it could 
be seen that she had four dents on her 
bows, also there was hanging from her 
bows one of the damaged boats belonging 
to the Norwegian vessel. 

Captain Howard, Shore Superintendent 
of the Blue Star Company, told a reporter 
that the Afric Star did not appear to be 
badly damaged. She carried six passengers, 
and in addition three passengers who had 
been picked up from the Charente... The 
three passengers in the Norwegian ship 
were Manoel Orbea, his wife, and their 
baoy daughter, Dolores, who is twelve 
months old.

BABY SAVED. 


Graphic stories of the collision were told 
to a reporter who went aboard the Afric 
Star. 
‘* The collision occurred,” an officer said, 
not far from Dungeness, between one 
and two o'clock this morning. I was in 
my bunk, and the first indication I had of 
trouble was when I heard whistles 
being blown, followed by a big crash. 

“ Í turned out at once and found that 
our bows were locked into the side of 
another ship. We continued to go ahead 
slowly to keep our bow into the Norwegian 
vessel, so that we could bring the crew and 
passengers on board. Searchlights were 
turned on from the Afric Star, and rope 
ladders were thrown down over our bow on 
to the deck of the Norwegian ship. 

“By this the crew andthe three 
passengers were brought right over our 
bows. Fortunately there was only a slight 
sea. When we had got the people on board 
the crew of the Norwegian’ vessel 
abandoned ship. We cleared off and stood 
by, and then sent out wireless messages 
for a tug to come from Dover. 

Describing how the baby was brought on 
board he said: “ One of the crew, with a 
line tied round his waist for safety; carried 
the baby up the swaying rope ladder. All 
eur passengers were very calm. After the 
collision our lifeboats were put over the 
side, and all our passengers put on their 
lifebelts. It was not necessary, however, 
to lower the lifeboats.”’
